Celebrates  the 
College 


When  the  Saint  Joseph’s  College  Council  of  Fellows 
began  a  fundraising  campaign  to  restore  the  ninety-year-old 
stained-glass  windows  in  the  Saint  Joseph’s  Chapel,  they  knew 
that  the  windows  were  a  well-loved  feature  of  the  College. 
Enthusiasm  for  the  Chapel  Windows  Project,  however,  has 
somewhat  exceeded  expectations.  The  $250,000  needed  to 
restore  the  windows,  $50,000  more  than  originally  estimated, 
was  raised  in  one  year,  and  the  restorations  are  already  well 
underway.  Sixty-five  new  Fellows  were  inducted  into  the 
Program  in  June  as  a  result  of  the  project.  At  the  last  annual 
Fellows  dinner,  where  the  success  of  the  project  was  celebrated, 
these  new  Fellows  were  greeted  by  the  largest  turnout  in  recent 
memory.  “This  project  captured  the  spirit  of  the  Fellows,”  says 
K.  P.  McClanahan,  Vice  President  of  Institutional  Advancement 
and  Marketing.  “The  response  has  been  truly  overwhelming.” 

In  talking  with  the  families  who  have  chosen  to  adopt  a 
particular  window,  it  is  clear  that  the  excitement  about  the 
project  lies,  in  part,  in  the  connection  they  feel  with  the  Chapel 
and  in  the  opportunity  to  become  a  part  of  the  Chapel’s  rich 
history.  John  Egan,  Chair  of  the  Council  of  Fellows,  explains 
that  his  family  adopted  the  St.  Rose  of  Lima  window  because  of 
its  significance  for  them.  Both  Egan  and  his  mother  attended 
St.  Rose  of  Lima  in  Lima,  Ohio.  “St.  Rose  is  a  venerable  parish, 
which  has  been  around  for  about  1 10  years,”  he  notes,  “and  I 
am  passionate  about  the  places  I  have  been.”  Egan’s  most 
meaningful  connection  with  the  St.  Rose  window,  however,  is 
that  it  invokes  the  memory  of  his  grandmother,  Rose.  “She  was 
my  mentor.  An  advocate  of  lifelong  learning  .  .  .  Had  I  not  had 
the  connections  with  Lima,  I  would  still  have  chosen  the 
window  for  my  grandmother,  Rose.” 

Egan  comments  on  the  spirit  of  community  that  the 
Chapel  Windows  Project  fosters.  “Each  window  was  given  by  a 
family  in  the  first  place.  It’s  appropriate  now  that  the 
restoration  is  made  family  by  family  as  well,”  he  says.  “Saint  Joe 
prides  itself  on  being  a  family,  which  is,  in  turn,  made  up  of 
families.” 

One  of  the  many  families  who  feel  a  strong  connection 
with  Saint  Joseph’s  College  is  the  family  of  Ken  and  Margaret 


Ahler,  who  adopted  the  St.  Augustine  window.  “Our  family  has 
always  been  connected  with  Saint  Joe,”  says  Margaret  Ahler. 
“Both  my  husband  and  I  graduated  from  the  College,  and  I 
have  two  brothers  who  also  graduated  from  Saint  Joe.  The 
College  has  always  been  a  part  of  our  lives,  so  contributing  to 
the  Chapel  Windows  Project  was  an  easy  thing  to  do.”  Ken 
Ahler  notes  that  the  project  was  an  “excellent  opportunity  to 
involve  the  family.  .  .  .  Now  all  of  our  children  and  grand¬ 
children  are  Fellows.  We  are  very  happy  and  proud  about  that.” 

For  Jim  Funk,  a  Saint  Joseph’s  College  alum  from  the 
class  of  1973,  the  opportunity  to  contribute  as  part  of  the  Funk 
family  was  important.  “A  number  of  Funks  have  attended  St. 

Joe  over  the  years,”  he  says.  He  explains  that  members  of  his 
family  now  live  in  Indianapolis,  Chicago,  and  New  Jersey,  but 
that  adopting  a  window  was  a  way  to  recognize  the  family  and 
their  ancestors  with  a  gift  that  is  rooted  in  a  sense  of  place.  “For 
me  it  seemed  fitting  to  select  this  project  to  support  because  of 
the  important  role  the  Chapel  plays  in  the  life  of  students, 
faculty,  parents  and  alumni.” 

Richard  Scharf  also  emphasizes  the  central  role  of  the 
Chapel  at  the  College.  “When  I  was  a  student  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
from  1934-38,  we  lived  quite  a  religious  life,”  he  says.  He 
describes  a  day  which  revolved  around  mass  and  prayer  at  the 
Chapel.  “It  was  an  important  part  of  our  lives,”  he  remembers. 
Together,  Helen  Kraud  and  Scharf,  a  long-time  Saint  Josephs 
College  Coach  and  Athletic  Director  for  whom  the  College 
Fieldhouse  is  named,  adopted  a  window  which  was  originally 
the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  J.  Scharf,  Richard’s  distant 
relatives.  Scharf  says  he  was  happy  to  be  able  to  make  a  family 
connection  while  contributing  to  the  Windows  Project.  The 
Scharf  window,  located  in  the  Chapel  vestibule,  is  the  first  to  be 
fully  restored. 

As  the  restoration  process  continues,  the  stories  of  these 
families  become  a  part  of  the  windows  themselves.  The  Chapel, 
at  the  heart  of  the  daily  lives  of  those  on  Saint  Joseph’s  campus, 
becomes  a  reminder  of  the  many  friends  and  families  who 
continue  to  be  the  spirit  of  Saint  Joseph’s  college. 
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Innovative  Program  in  Amphibian  Ecology 
Developed  by  SJ C  Professor  Bob  Brodman 


Since  1992  Saint  Joseph’s  College  students  have 
been  donning  hip  waders  to  tramp  through  Northern 
Indiana  wetlands  in  search  of  reptiles  and  amphibians 
under  the  direction  of  Biology  Professor  Bob  Brodman. 
In  a  iorthcoming  article  in  the  Journal  of  College  Science 
Teachers ,  Brodman  describes  his  undergraduate  program 
in  Amphibian  Ecology,  in  which  students  collect  data 
that  is  being  used  at  the  state  level  to  make  decisions 
about  wildlife  management. 

Brodman  has  developed  a  research  course  which 
trains  students  to  identify  20  Midwestern  amphibian 
species,  including  Chorus  Frogs,  Bull  Frogs,  and 
American  Toads,  using  audio  and  visual  cues.  After 
completing  the  training,  the-  students  are  required  to 
fulfill  20  hours  of  fieldwork,  driving  to  local  wetland 
sites  and  listening  for  amphibian 
calls.  The  students  identify  the 
species  and  rate  the  intensity  of 
the  calls.  Jeanette  Jaskula,  a 
1 999  graduate  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
program  in  Biology,  explains  that 
the  data  is  significant  when 
collected  over  time.  “The  data 
doesn’t  give  us  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  population 
size,  since  only  males  call,  but  over  time  it  does  give  us 
an  idea  whether  populations  are  migrating  or  diminish¬ 
ing  from  specific  wetland  sites,”  she  explains. 

The  data  collected  in  the  Amphibian  Research 
course  is  being  used  to  develop  an  Indiana  Herpetology 
Atl^^^^roject  funded  by  the  Indiana  Department  of 
Natural  Resources.  The  Atlas  is  a  joint  project  for 
which  Brodman  teamed  up  with  9  other  Indiana 
Herpetologists  and  Naturalists.  The  Atlas  will  provide 
baseline  data  about  the  distribution  and  abundance  of 
each  species  of  reptile  and  amphibian  in  the  state.  The 


data  will  then  be  used  to  make  recommendations  to 
the  state  about  which  species  should  be  added  to  the 
endangered  species  list.  Brodman  notes  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  student  work  in  the  project.  “The  student 
work  is  invaluable  for  the  project  and  is  great 
experience  for  them,”  he  notes.  “Their  data  is  being 
used  by  the  state  and  has  the  potential  to  be  pub¬ 
lished.” 

Many  of  Bradman’s  students  are  indeed  getting 
published  as  a  result  of  their  coursework.  His 
Amphibian  Ecology  program  encourages  Juniors  and 
Seniors  to  take  independent  study  courses  to  analyze 
the  data  they  collected  in  their  Freshman  and 
Sophomore  years,  and  these  projects  often  yield 
significant  findings.  Jaskula’s  first  publication,  which 
is  forthcoming,  originated  in  work  she  had 
conducted  while  in  the  program.  Her 
article,  co-authored  with  Brodman,  presents 
valuable  information  about  salamander 
behavior  that  could  help  protect  the  species. 

The  experience  Brodman  is  able  to 
give  his  students  generates  a  genuine 
enthusiasm  for  work  in  biology  and 
environmental  studies.  Marissa  Marlin,  a  senior  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  College,  notes  that  Bradman’s  classes 
made  her  decide  to  pursue  a  career  in  wildlife 
research.  “I  was  thrilled  the  first  time  I  could 
recognize  a  frog  call,”  she  says.  “I  can  remember 
being  somewhere  with  my  friends  when  I  heard  a 
species  I  recognized.  ‘Listen,’  I  told  them,  ‘a  Spring 
Peeper!”’  She  laughs.  “They  had  no  idea  what  I  was 
talking  about,  but  it  was  an  exciting  moment  for  me.” 
Jaskula  suggests  that  it  is  also  Bradman’s  own 
enthusiasm  for  his  work  that  makes  a  mark  on  his 
students.  “His  zeal  is  contagious,”  she  says.

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Renowned  Scholar  of  Liturgy  and  Church  Music  Delivers  Address  at  SJC 

Saint  Joseph’s  College  welcomed  Dr.  Nathan  Mitchell  as  the  featured  speaker  for  the  July  28th  Commencement  exercises  at  the  college.  Mitchell  is  the 
Associate  Director  for  Research  at  the  Center  for  Pastoral  Liturgy  at  the  University  of  Notre  Dame.  His  books  include  Cult  and  Controversy,  Mission  and 
Ministry,  Eucharist  as  Sacrament  of  Initiation,  and  Real  Presence:  The  Work  of  Eucharist.  He  also  writes  “The  Amen  Corner”  in  each  issue  of  the  journal  Worship. 

As  a  part  of  the  Saint  Joseph’s  Commencement  proceedings,  Mitchell  was  presented  the  Lawrence  E  Heiman  Award  for  significant  contribution  in  the  areas  of 
Church  Music  and  Liturgy,  an  award  that  the  college  has  presented  annually  since  1982. 

Mitchell  addressed  the  graduates  by  recalling  the  summer  of  1966,  when  he  arrived  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College  as  a  student  to  study  music.  He  acknow¬ 
ledged  that  his  experiences  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College  helped  him  learn  that  education  is  about  “placing  yourself  in  the  path  of  beauty,  putting  yourself  in  exactly 
that  spot  where  you  know  the  comet  will  come  hurtling  straight  at  you,  tumbling,  swirling,  sparkling  with  its  brilliant  trail  of  ice  and  dust." 

Mitchell  discussed  the  place  of  beauty  in  our  lives  and  closed  his  address  by  calling  to  mind  the  responsibility  that  Christians  have  to  help  those  in  need. 
Because  of  this  responsibility,  he  noted,  we  only  fully  experience  beauty  when  we  give  it  away.  “As  you  graduate  and  say  goodbye  to  your  years  at  St.  Joe’s,”  he 
declared,  “open  your  hands  and  hearts,  and  give  it  all  away  ...  As  I  said  awhile  ago,  education  is  about  placing  yourself  in  the  path  of  beauty;  it’s  about  craving 
and  curiosity;  it’s  about  letting  yourself  be  driven  by  desire — and,  it’s  about  giving  it  all  away.”  Mitchell’s  address  brought  the  audience  to  its  feet  for  a  long, 
standing  ovation.
